On May 14, 2001, the Commission entered a procedural Order in this case.  In 

that Order, the Commission set this matter for hearing on May 31, 2001.  On May 18, 

2001, Kentucky-American Water Company stated by letter that neither it, Tri-Village 

Water District, nor the Attorney General requested a hearing in this case.  Also on May 

18, 2001, the Attorney General filed a notice stating that the “evidence suggests that the 

Kentucky-American Water Company has the financial, technical, and managerial 

abilities to provide reasonable service.”  The Attorney General stated further, however, 

that he was not waiving any rights to request rehearing.  Based upon the foregoing, and 

the Commission being otherwise advised, the Commission HEREBY ORDERS that the 

hearing of this matter scheduled for May 31, 2001 is canceled.
